A Temporary ‘Arrangement 


Mada Between Consul-General Phelan and 
Hon, Mr, Bowoll Kogarding the Fisheries. 


Hauirax, N. S., October 29,—Consul- 
Gen. Phelan has had a long intérview with 
Hon. Mr, Bowell, Minister of Customs, 
and arranged that hereafter all American 
vessels short of provisions will be able to 
obtain supplies anywhere in the provinces 
without any special permits, and that in 
case of subsequent seizures and the infliction 
of fines the amounts may be deposited with 
the collector at Halifax instead of where the 
seizure is made, and the yeasel shall be 
released on the order of the Halifax col- 
lector, Consul Phelan placed the alli- 
davits of the captain and some of 
the crew of the Moro Castle, now held for 
$1,600 fine for smuggling and other 
offences, before the Minister, which show- 
ed that that vessel had not been at Ches- 
ter for three years, and could not there- 
fore possibly be guilty of smuggling at that 
port two years ago, at which time sho was 
laid up at Gloucester. The evidence in 
this case being so contradictory the minis- 
ter telegraphed to have the whole of the 
documents sent from headquarters, and 
instructed Inspector Hill to make a 
thorough investigation of the case. It is 
very doubtful if these charges can be sus- 
tained, and then the Consul will demand 
that sho be placed in the Admiralty Court 
for formal trial of other alleged offences,

San Francisco, Oct, 28.—The steamer 
San Pablo arrived to-day with Hong Kong 
dates to October 22, and Yokohama to 
October 13.

Train Stopped by a Mouse, 


Did anyone ever imagine that a mouse 
could stop a railway train} Tbsooms to be 
impossible ; nevertheless it was done re- 
cently at the town of Oarpi, near Modena, 
in Italy.

Balkan principality. France has also beon 
endeavoring to force England out of Egypt, 
but the firmness of tho British Govern. 
ment, the disapproval by Germany of 
France's hasty movement and the satisfac- 
tory results of British administration of 
Egypt's finances have combined to cause 
tho modification of the Frenchmen’s idea. 
Since the completion cf the Canadian

First, they were both intended for illum- | 
inating purposes, The one was to shine | 
forth to the nations as an embodiment of 
tho principles of American republicanism— 
tho other to demonstrate to the political 
world of Canada the transcendent virtues 
of tho orator and his associates, and the | 


their opponents, and especially of the great 
Conservative leader, But both of these 
fountains of illumination will fall far short 
of their promoters’ intentions, for the rays 
of Bartholdi’s torch will be confined to New 
York harbor, where, however, they will 
sorve the useful purpose of a beacon to 
guide the mariner through the moze of ves 
sols of overy conceivable build and dimen- 
sions which throng that grand emporium 
of universal commerce ; while the glimmer 
of Mr, Blake's factitious eloquence will 
shine only on the limited circle of hard- 
shell Grits who can swallow oven Ricl’s 
scaffold or Laurier’s musket, or ** anything 
to defeat John A.” . 
Another resemblance is to be found in 
the fect that as at New York the naval 
domonstration, which was to haye formed 
the prominent feature of the spectacle, was 
hidden in the fog, from the bosom of which 
the reports of the buaden: guns broke in 
multiplied vibrations on the ears of the as- 
sombled multitudes, so at Guelph the pol- 


ished periods of tho speaker struggled 
through the mist of verbiage with which 
he strove to conceal his utter want of a 
definite and substantial p'atform.

The real facts 
of the caso are that looking at the figures 
fairly, the people of the United. Seates 
are more heavily taxed than are those of 
Canada. In neither Canada or the Unit- 
od States are there any direct taxes for 
federal purposes, the revenue being obtain- 
ed from Customs and excise, To what 
oxtent the Customs and excise dutiva are 
4 tax it is impossible to say and the only 
way to compare the taxation of the two 
\ Sountries isto compare the duties and 
receipts. In Canada tho average of Cus- 
toms duties is 18} per cedt.; in the Unit- 
ed States the averago isa little over 29 
per cent., sothat ao far as the tariff is 
concerned the taxation in Canada is very 
much lighter than in tho United States. 
This ia alno true of the excise duties, but the 
numberof articles subject to excise duties is 
larger in the United States than in Canada, 
anda comparison cannot bo readily made. 
However, the exact amount received by 
both countries in 1885 from Customs and 
excise is known, the Canadian Customs 
andinland revunes being £25.334,529 and 
those of the United States $293,980, 664. 
According to the census of 1881 the popu- 
of the Dominion was 3,485,761, Accord- 
ing to the census of 1881 it was 1,324,810, 
The increase in ten years was 839,049. 
Danng the ten years onding 1881, the 
number of immigrants arriving in Canada 
was 262,893, leaving 476,156 as the nat- 
ural increase or surplus of births over 
deaths, an average annual natural increase

lation in 1885. Dividing the revenuo 
among the population we have $5 13 per 
head as the indirect tax for 1885. But Mr, 
Me Mullen himself says that the Ottawa 
teeasury contributes 80 cents per head to 
the province, which leaves 84,33 per head 
us the inderect tax for federal purpusas, 

The population of the United States in 
1870, was 38,558,371. In 1880 it was 50,- 
155,783. Now, while the immigration to 
Canada during the last four or five yoars 
has greatly increased, there bas been a fall- 
ing off in the immigration returns of the 
United States. However, supposing the 
percentage of increase in the United States 
to have boon the same annually as during 
the preceding decade, the population in 
1885 would have been » little less than 57,- 
$00,000. In order to be liberal and give 
the United States every advantage in com- 
parison, we will suppose that the popula- 
tion in 1885 was 53,000,000. Now the 
Customs and inland revenue of the United 
States for 1885 was $193,970,664, which 
would make the indirect federal. taxation 
in the United States about $5.06, as com- 
pared with the Canadian indirect federal 
tax of $4.33, a diffurence of about 73 cents 
in favor of Canada, However, it should 
be noted here that in 1835 there was a do- 
ficit in Canada of $2,240,059, owing chiefly 
to the cost of suppressing tho Riel rebel-

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lion. This wonld amount to about 45 cents 
per head of population. During each of 
the four preceding years there was a sur- 
plus. But some of tho officials whose 
salaries are, in Canada, paid by the 
Dominion Government, are, in the 
United States, paid by the state and 
municipal governments, and the volun- 
teer militia forces which are, in Canada, 
maintained by the Dominion Govern- 
ment are, in the United States, maintain- 
ed by the state governments. If these 
figures be taken into consideration the 
comparison is still more favorable to Can- 
ada. Moreover, many important public 
works which are in Canada constructed by 
tke Dominion Government are in the 
United States constructed by the state 
governments, For cxampie the great Erio 
canal was constructed by the government 
of New York state, If Ontario were one 
of the American states the Murray canal, 
which will be a great advantage to Prince 
Edward county, where Mr. McMullen 
lives, would probably have to be conatruct- 
ed by the Ontario Government and paid 
for by direct taxation. The same may be 
aaid of the Trent Valley canal. Mr. Mc- 
Mallen addresses the farmers of Ontario. 
The people of Ontario now pay no taxes 
except for municipal purposes. If the pro- 
vince were annexed to the United States 
they would have exactly the same municipal 
taxes to pay as at present and in addition 
they would have a large direct state tax to 
pay from which theyare now fres, while 
their indirect taxes in the shape of cus- 
toms and exercise duties, as already shown, 
would be greater than at present. Mr, 
McMullen says it is proposed to distri- 
bute the surplus revenue of tho United 
States among the states. Such a plan has 
beon suggested in imitation of the Cana- 
dian system of granting subsides to 
oo et but it has never been serious- 
y thought of. Perhaps this will be 
done whon the debt is paid off but that | 
will not be for many years and the proba- 
bility is that whon that time arrives a re- 
duction will be made in the tarriff 6o that 
there will be only a very small surplus, If 
the American tariff wore reduced as low as 
the Canadian tariff there would be a deficit 
instead of a surplus, In making compari- 
sons it must be remembered that Canada 
has, since Confederation, been engaged in 
the cgnatruction of moat stupendous public 
works, such asthe Intercolonial Railway, 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, and the 
Welland Canal. In the future it will not 
be necessary to make such large outlays 
for public works, so that the oxpendituro 
will be leas in proportion to population. 
Moreover, through the Mpencven tally of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway and the ben- 
eficial influence of the Colonial Exhibition 
the immigration to Canada is likely to be 


years. With increase of population there 
will, of course, be some increase in ox- 
Penditu but not by any means a pro- 
portionate increase. Evory immigrant 
Who arrives reduces the rato of taxation 
por head, and boforo many yeara Canada 
Will probably be ina positiod to begin pay 
ing off the public dobt,. Our dobt is a 
Mere fraction of that of the United States, 
and there is no probability that any very 
large additions will bo made to it in the 
futuro so that, when by means of incrdased 
Population, we are able to begin paying off 
the debt wo will be able to mako short

PRISON LABOR, . 


The Conservatives Abolish it—the Grits 
Lucuurage uw, 


Amportant Facts for Workingmon, 


(From the Mail.) 


Reference has been made in these col- | 
umns to the agitation which has arisen in 
the United States against the employment | 
of prison Jabor in vompoetition with free la- | 
bor.) ‘Theagitation is by no means unnat- 
ural, first, because the system tends to re- 
duce wages in the lines in which tho pris- 
oners are employed, and secondly, because 
the profits of the labor are onjoyed by the 
contractor to the disadvantage of free labor 
and of the State, 

So strongly has the Dominion Govern- | 
ment been itppressed with the Ondesirabil- 
ity of permitting the competition of con- | 
victs with free and honest men, that it has | 
within the last year taken special measures 
to protect the Canadian artisan. It has’ 
refused to re-lot tho Kingston penitentiary 
lock’ making coritract, into which the Mac- 
kenzié Goyevment entered, and it has by 
logislative enactment excluded from the 
country the products of the prisons of the | 
United States. Tho first measure will be | 
an advantage to locksmiths, iron moulders | 
and brass founders. The second will affect 
numerous trades benoficially, forin the Am- 
erican prisons the convicts are employed in 
the manufacture, for sale in the open mar- 
ket, of waggons, agricultural implements, 
cigars, brooms, boots and shoes, woollens, | 
work in Wire, harness, saddlery, hardware, 
of various kinds, woggon wheels, barrels, 
chairs, stoves, machinery, chains, brushes, 
hosiery, hollow-ware, locks and keys, 
While the Dominion Government has thus | 


tario Government has moved in’ the very 
opposite direction by entering into arrange- 
ments for bringing the inmates of the Cen: 
tral prison into direct competition with the 
workmen enguged in ‘broom and whisk 
making and in the manufavture of wooden- 
ware outside.

an iron band ag wellas by the sentiment 
of a common political ambition, and a com- 
mon commercial interest, the wholo of this 
great country. Now that was the bargain 
which wo made at that time. It was stat- 
ed to be a bargain that no one could carry 
out. Lt was denounced as the mad scheme 
of « mad government. One gent- 
leman declared that the British empire 


with all its resources could not suc- 
ceed in) constructing that railway with- 
in the time which we _ specified. 


But what has happened? Down to 1878, 
although’the Mackenzie government rec- 
ognized the obligation of building the road 
by the passage of an act for its construction 
and although they expended some $12,000, 
000 with construction and some three mil- 
ions and a half in connection with surveyr, 
yot in 1878 there was not asingle mile ot 
that railway open for traffic or over which 
a carriage had ever passed: Then, in 1880 
we were able to enter into this contract. 
What has occtred since then? On the 5th 
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Nov., 1885, with the last spike driven and 
the road complete, although we have lost 
nearly six years of the time, the road is 
completed within four years of the time 
agreed upon in the original contract, and 
the honor of ‘the country vindicated as 
well as its material prosperity advanced. 
What more has happened? We havo this 
road,—not a flimsy, inferior road, but by 
the testmony of experienced men from the 
United States and England, one of the best 
if not the very best, road upon this North 
American continent,—a road which has al- 
ready become so importanta factor between 
the West and East that1 find railway 
journals, such as the ‘Railway Age” for 
instance, calling upon Americans to en- 
deayor to prevent tho agressive policy of 
the Canadians as detrimental to American 
interests, (Applause.) What more have 
we done! We hoped that by tho 
construction of this road we would 
got the Asiatic trade, and 1 can 
remember, when Sir Chas. Tupper, in one 
ef his speeches in Parliament upon this 
subject, referred to the possibility of that 
trade being developed, his opponents 
laughed at him,—their finest sneers were 
employed at his suggestion of the possibil- 
ity of such atrade. What have we to-day? 
Within a few months three millions of 
pounds of tea from China and Japan heve 
passe over the Canadian Pacific railway 
into the markets on tls side, and we have 
this trade at a period far in advance of the 
time when some of us hoped for it. What 
more have we? We have placed England 
ina position of independence of foreign 
countries in relation to her means of trans 
port between tho great centros of civiliz. 
ation, and wo find ourselves today in a 
position in which we have now relations 
with the mothor country,—not simply 
bound by a tie of devotion on one side, 
and duty on the other -not by the senti- 
moatal tie of loyalty, but bound co her by 
ties of matorial interest, becoming a great 
factor in the greatness of our great mothor 
country in her position in tht world,

plished! Wo havo secured the construc. 
tion through Ontario and Quebec of com- 
poting lines with the Grand Trunk giving 
to evoryone tho benefit of compotitive ratos,

Direct cold poured upon the head or 
face, as in* driving against the wind, 
may produce them, so may the breath- 
ing of damp, cold air, or even of fumes 
from some melting substances, etc., that 
evolve irritating gases. Here you , have 
your cold produ ima mechanical way. 
A cold may be taken through the feet, or 
thorough the body,it cither be insuflicient- 
ly clad or wet; but this is not caused by 
the cold striking up through, orin through 
either, but by its causing depression of the 
nervous system, and consequent congestion 
of the air passages, in those subject tosuch 
a complaint. But cold may also be brought 
about by indigestion, or derangement of 
the liver, or temporary weakness of the 
heart, fromany cause. Andas for treat- 
ment, it scems to me that the less heroic it 
is the better. Extra warmth, reat of the 
whole system, the mildest of aperients,and 
abstinence in diet, will be found as a rule

The Statue of Liberty, 


The Ceremonies at the Unveiling of Bar- 
thold,’s Statute Brilliant Spectacle, 


New Yorx, October 28.—The rain 
which fell almust continuously for thirty- 
six hours did not cease until about day 
light this morning. The sky did not clear, 
however, until between Sand 9, All the 
thoroughfares showed signs of unusual ac- 
tivity. All the trains were crowded, to 
cheir utmost capacity with people hurrying 
to advantageous points to witness the pro- 
cession, Atafew minutes past ten the 
head of the column began to move dora 
Fifth Avenue, led by the fifth U. S. sArtil- 
lery and a military band. Then followed 
the U. S, naval brigade, the U. S. army 
brigade, the second regiment of New Jer- 
sey and the national guard detachment of 
Massachusetts militia, The second division 
was led by Gilmore's band. Then follow- 
ed tho frat Brigade N. G. 8S. N. Y., acting 
as an escort to the French column, which 
consisted of various French societies: of 
this and other cities. Behind the French- 
men were U, S, Judges and other high 
officials ofthe United States in carriages, 
and the Governors of atates and territories 
aod other high dignitaries, who brought 
up the rear of the second division. The 
third division was composed of the May- 
ors of cities, the Philadelphiaand Brook- 
Jyn police, the veterans of the war of 
1812 and the Mexican war. Tho fourth, 
fifth and sixth divisions weré composed 
of military organizations, then the edu- 
cational division, more military, Washing- 
ton’s carriage, drawn by eight horses 
and escorted by the Continental Guard 
of Washington, the old Washington Con- 
tinental Guard. Mounted firemen, the 
Knights of Pythias and othor organizations 
all helped to make up the other four divi- 
sions. As this brilliant column passed 
down Fifth avenue it was received by enor- 
mous crowds with great applause. As it 
approached Madison equare, where the 
President and Cabinét were waiting, a 
slight rain began falling, not enough, how- 
ever, to disturb the crowd or spoil the spec- 
tacle, After passing through Madison 
square the column moved on down Fifth 
avenue to Broadway, thence into Park row, 
under a triumphal arch in front of the 
World office, and back into Broadway, 
‘This detour was made to pay a compliment 
to the onterprise of the World in raising 
the sum necessary to build Bartholdi’s 
pedestal, The head of the proceasion 
reached the city hall atnoon. Whenever 
tho music of the bands ceased the chimes 
of Trinity Church could bo heard playing 
the National airs of France and America. 

The naval parade as a spectacle proved s 
most lamentable failure in consequence of 
the fog. Still it took place, and those who 
were near the river front could just dimly 
perceive the various crafts steaming down 
the river in open order and going at slow 
speed. Thore were about 200 vessels in 
lino, including all sorta of craft from the 
grout sound steamers to tug boats and steam 
launches. 

New Yorx, Oot. 28.—The music that 
was played while the officials and 
were assombling on Bedloo's Island this 
afternoon was followed by a mgnal gun 
that announced the boginning of the cero- 
monies, Prayor was offered by tho Rev. 
Dr. Richard S, Storrs,and Count Ferdinand 
Do Lessops then delivered an address on 
behalf the Franco-American Union, Séna- 
tor William M. Eyarts noxt mado the 
presentation addross. Tho ceromony of 
unveiling the Statue of Liberty thon took 
place and was followed by a salvo from al 
tho guna in the harbor, or music Presil 
dont Cleveland formally accepted the statue:

Novel but Convenient, 


J.T. White, Kingston, tells a Peterboro 
Rraminer reporter of a post office on the 
Opeongo road, in Renfew county, which is 
conducted without a postmaster. It con- 
sists of a soap box nailed to a tree at a 
point where the road forks, The mail is 
brought to the front by any of the settlers 
who happen that way, placed in a box, 
where each one expecting a letter sorts the 
mail over and returns what does not be- 
ong tohim, together with any letters 
he may wish co send away.

THE LITTLE BUSY BEE. 

A novel and interesting case was tried 
at Walkerton, before Justice O'Connor, a 
few days ago. A resident of Southampton 
a village in the same judicial district, has 
about eighty hives of bees, thé production 
of honey being a source of considerable 
emolument to him. His neighbors, or some 
of them, take serious objection to the busy 
bees, and protest in forcible language 
against the annoyance and inconvenience 
caused by the intrusive habits of these in- 
sects, They insistthat the bees have be- 
come an intolerable nuisance, and have 
invoked the majesty of the law in suppres- 
sing this nuisance, The initiative has been 
taken by a burly son of Vulcan, who sets 
forth inhis bill of complaint the diverse 
grievances he is subjected to by the 
little honey seekers. He says they 
swarm about his shop and sting his 
customers, thereby causing trouble and dis- 
turbuing the equanimity of histemper. He 
is a peaceful citizen, and does not want to 
get excited and indulge in harsh expletives. 

f the nuisance is not abated, however, he 
may do something violent. When his 
amiable consort is engaged in preserving 
fruit, the sugar attracta the bees and she 
is exposed to danger and great inconveni- 
ence. The blacksmith summoned some of 
his neighbers to sustain his charges, and 
they all united in asking for an injunction 
to restrain the honey producer from keep- 
ing An intelligent jury, after ma- 
ture deliberation, brought ina verdict de- 
claring the bees a nuisance, and that the 
plaintiff was entitled to an injunction. ‘The 
judge was not preparedto grant afi in- 
junction, alleging that the noveltyof the 
caso required an argument before a fall 
court.

75 per diem for man and horse. I under- 
stand one party received upwards of $3,000. 

Thus Mr, Blake shamelessly suppresses 
the fact that the Indians were destitute of 
clothing not, as he insinuates, because the 
Government ill-treated them or withheld 
clothing to which they were entitled, but 
because the snow prevented them from 
hunting and procuring clothes from the 
produce of their hunt. He also suppresses, 
perhaps as being unworthy of considera- 
tion of the high court of his conacience, 
the further information that the Govern- 
ment and the Pacific Railway Company 
furnished work at liberal wages to those 
unfortunates. 

Again, Mr. Blake gave the folowing asa 
quotation from an Indian report : 

““At Oak river 11 men have died out of 88 
heads of families and 17 children under three 
years old. This is very distressing and is jard 
to account for—the change of diet owing to the 
failure of hunting, and scrofula, being probably 
the cause.” 

And he added this comment : 

“And so, gentlemen, year after year starva- 
tion shows it ghastly face.” 

Mr. Blake therefore suppressed tho facts 
that these Indians are not troaty {ndians ; 
that thoy are the romnant of Sitting Bull's 
band, who fled to Canada after the Custer 
massacre ; that they are prosperous ; that 
the deaths amongst them wore owing to 
consumption, induced by chango of dict, 
and whiskey, not to starvation, as he alleg- 
ed. The report says :

Thero is no architecture visible, for the 
houses are so jammed together that itis | 
impossible to single out any one in particu- 
lar without climbing on the roof to see how 
mnch it covers.

Ifa writer exhibits 
special merit, orifhe has the ability to 
write exhaustively and with charm of 
epithet, he is retained, as it is called, ata 
stipulated annual amount. The journals 
named psy a thousand pounds a year to 
those they thus engage. The writer binds 
himself not to write for any other paper on 
the subjects for which he is engaged. 
At his leisure he may write on other 
questions or topics as fully as he pleases, 
but the understanding is that he must 
keep himself informed on every part 
and aspect of the subjects for which he 
is engaged, and must hold himself in readi- 
ness co furnish an editorial leader when- 
ever he may be called upon. It may hap- 
pen that weeks pass by without any call 
being made upon his service, or he may 
have to write an article daily, which he 
must doif the question assigued to. him 
should occupy the public mind with . pro- 
longed intensity. The retainer is not 10 
pay him for what he writes, but to put him 
in a position to become master of the sub- 
ject. to secure him the leisure to. study it 
in all its bearings, and acquire. such’ facil- 
ity in handling it that at any time he could, 
discyss it with authority and force. For 
the actual writing he does in the columns 
of the paper to which his services are 
pledged, additional pay is given. The 
Times pays £10 for its first editorial, and 
£5 for each of the following articles... Other 
leading papers pay £5 for the first editorial, 
and £3 for oe of abe following leaders. 
Sometimes on subjects of great importance 
| twoorthree leader-writers arecalled upon to 
furnish articles, from which tho best will 
be selected, or that one taken which hits

actly, And sometimes again seyeral of 
their articles will be blended. together by 
| the editor-in-chief, so as to unite all the 
| strength they contain, and afford the full- 
| est, most authorative, elucidation of the 
subject. When this is done each writer is

One cannot wonder that ex- 
cellence of the highest order sliovld reward 
a policy of enlightened management like 
this; and if few ore ‘able to’ rival these

How Pearls are Found, 


The pearl fishorics of the Gulf have beon 
famous for many yeara, especially in the 
seventeenth century, in which, and the 
eighteenth, over eight hundred divers were 
prpicreds who obtained about $60,000 
annually! | But as no. i was obsorved 
and the shells were taken indiscrimatoly, 
the supply gave out and for 4 number of 
years was practically nothing, This forced 
respite allowed tho sholls togrow and the 
pearl farms are again being workei with 
their old vigor, and will of course “son be 
exhausted again. The Pearl business is at 
Present practically under the control of the 
Government, which farms out the different 
localities to private parties,who in turn have 
divers and yessols, 

It would. be supposed. that some care 
would be taken not to overwork the farms 
but this is not the case, the Government al- 
lowing them to:be sacked year after year, 
each tenant or lessee striving to obtain all 
they can—in other words the Preservation 
of the bed is ignored and the future is Jeft 
to take caro of itself. On these farms 
natives of Central America are generally 
employed, as buing the best divers. Some 
aro unprotected, whilo many use rubber 
armor. The business has nothing  at- 
tractive about it, the old and enticing 
Pictures representing the diver, wandering 
amid forests of richly hued alge and pick~ 
ing pearls from open. shells .aro delusions 
and snares, 

An outfit consists of a large bout, carny- 
ing half a dozon divers, undor the control 
of acaptain or boss. This is sailed to the 
location of the farm and the men, in their 
suits or naked, holding a rope and basket, 
are lowered or rather hauled to the bottom 
by a stone, and they commence the hunt 
and are often killed or half strangled before 
they return.

When they hear these words it fires them 
with enthusiasm, Paul in this instance 
admonishes his hearers to possess the 
true qualities of manhood.

God 
has commanded us to commemorate the 
auspicious events of the past in the history 
of the world. What is it to be a true man / 
It is to be a true soldier of Christ, not by 
profession but by practice. A true manu 
will stand and watch against the enemy. 
There are those who would like to become 
true men, who neyer raiso their voice in 
defence of the truth, There are some at 
the present day who desire to see religion 
prosper, but never lift their little finger to 
nelp its cause. Be sincere and true in what 
you profess. The true man is always in- 
velligunt ; this is God-like, and is the high- 
est gift to man.

Fearfal Plovas in France. 


Hundreds of People Carried Away by the 
Waves. 


Panis, Nov, 12.—The city of Nice has 
been visited by enormous waves from the 
Mediterranean. The wacer swept away 
the quays and promonades on tho Anglais 
plantation. Upwards of a hundred people 
were carried off their feet and the quays and 
promenades were covéred with sand.

To-day we divide on tarift pritfciples, ond 
the methods of administration of the Gc 
ernment.

“I have also to inform you that on my 
return from Qu'Appello’ I found some 2,- 
000 Indians hero. They are all in a starv- 
ing and wretched condition for want of 
clothing * ¥ chee In the 
prosont starving condition of the Indians 
I fear, if no food ia given them, that they 
may hereafter commit depredations which 
will bring them into collision with the 
oree. 
i Inspector Norman writes from 
Walsh on 2nd October, 1882 : 

“Thore are at present three hundred 
lodges of Oree Indians camped here. These 
lodges average about cight souls, making a 
total of about 2,400 souls, They are in an 
utter state of destitution, and aro merely 
existing in a state of semi-starvation.”” 

Comptroller White telegraphs under 
date of October 19th, 1885 = 

** Over two thousand Indians here almost 
naked and on verge of starvation. Weather 
cold andsnow on ground. Have been 
among them fortwo days. Am satisfied 
many will perish unless carly assistance 
rendered.” 

“And so, gentlemen,year after year star- 
yation shows its ghastly faco.”” f 
All theso comraunications are made with- 
three weeks from one place. It is true 
that Indians assombled at Fort Walsh in 
the winter of 1882, and that they ran out 
of provisions. It is truo that the Govern- 
ment officials reported upon their condition 
and urged that they be fed. But then,it is 
equally true—though Mr. Blake hides this 
fact—that the applications for relief were 
heard and the wants of the Indians attond- 
ed to. Tho Indian Commissioner, in his 
report dated December 16th, 1882, gives a 
statement which is corroborated by Lieut.- 
Col. Irvine under date, January 1st, 1883, 
of the reasons which led to tho destitution 
at Fort Walsh. He says the Indians were 
allotted reserves, There their treaty pay- 
ments were to be made, and there were 
stored the supplies for their relief in’ case 
of want. But it appears they left their re- 
serves and went south in search of buffalo. 
The Commissioner says : 

*tAt one time during the summer it look- 
ed as if we should have hada return of buf- 
falo in large numbers, as several herds were 
north of the Missouri River on the Milk 
River, but the United States troops who 
were stationed south of the boundary to 
prevent the return of our Indians, coupled 
with the burning of the all along the 
boundary line by the American Indians, 
drove them back, and they are all now 
south of the Missouri River. Our Indians 
who expeoted to meet buffalo this fall re- 
mained south, and when actual starvation 
stared them in the face, they congregated 
round Fort Walsh.” : « 

Col, Irvine reports the circumstance in 
this way: 

“Tn the month of August, Indians from 
the bands of ‘Big Bear,’ ‘Lucky Man,’ and 
‘Little Pine’ commenced returning to Fort 
Walsh. They formed themselves in small 
bands, subsisting chiefly on the reault of 
their hunt, though it was small. The pres- 
ence of the American troops had prevented 
them from travelling as far suuth as they 
intended. For some considerable time they 
made no demand for aid from the Govern- 
ment, but as.the cold weather came on, be- 
ing very poorly clad and insufficiently sup- 
plied with food, they experienced much 
hardship from exposure and starvation.” 

Here, then, were Indians who had left 
their reserves where food was to be had, lo- 
cated inadistrictin which, seeing that they 
were not expected there, no provision was 
made for their entertainment, Tt was upon 
discovering their condition that the reports 
and the telegram, quoted by Mr. Blake as 
evidence that the Goyernment purposely 
starved te Indians, wero sent to headquar- 
ters to secure the Indians relief. The re- 
sult of the reports Mr. Blake has published 
is thus recorded by the Commissioner : 

“They were in a most deplorable condi- 
tion, and begged to be paid their annuities 
at that place, Very much against my in- 
clination, I gaye way, and instructed the 
agent, McDonald, to proceed to Fort 

alsh to make the payments.” 

And Col. Irvine says : 

“Although I did not consider that the 
requests of the Indians as to reservations 
should be acceded to,I nevertheless recom- 
mended the Indians receiving some con- 
sideration as regards their payments, and 
aid in provisions, inasmuch as I foresaw if 
no aid was accorded them they would 
starve, and in a starving condition might 
haye attempted to commit depredations, 
The final result was that Indian Agent Mo- 
Donald, from treaty No 4, Qu’Appelle, was 
ordered to proceed to Fort Walsh, and pa: 
the Indians their annuities, which he did.’” 

So that the Indians became distressed 
through causes beyond the control of the 
Government, and immediately that they 
wanted relief the officers asked for it and 
it was granted. Mr. Blake, it will be 
seen, quotes the official application for re- 
lief as evidence that relief was not given, 
though he has the blue books before him 
explaining that ‘the department came

Death Among the Indians, 


THE KILLED AT CUT KNIFE OREEK. 
Orrawa, Noy, 9.—Mounted Policeman 
G. W. Rowley, now in this city, states that 
about the middle of last August a_ party of 
mounted police, searching about Pouni 
maker's reserve for stolen horses, took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to try and 
ascertain how many Indians were killed at 
the Out Knife Hill fight between Col, 
Otter and Poundmaker. Beneath the 
mound in the battlefield they uncovered 
eight or nine bodies, ‘onducted by 
an old sqaw, they proceeded down 
the creek a short distance and by a 
small waterfall found the remains of quite 
anumber of Indians. The squaw told 
them dome thirty of the killed at Cut 
Knife had been buried there. She also 
said that twenty-five or thirty had been 
buried in a coulee not far from the battle- 
field. The Indian braves had done their 
utmost to conceal from the whites the 
nuniber of the killed. Policeman Rowley 
says the Indians have .been disappearing 
very fast lately, mountain feyer haying 
carried off a large number during the past 
summer,

LORD MAYOR'S DAY, 


An Exciting Meeting after the Lord Mayor's 
Yrocessiou — Three Handred Medicat 
Students Help the Police. 


Loxpox, Noy. 9,—The Lord Mayor's 
day opened gloomy and dark. There are 
fow signs in the city to indicate this is the 
Lord Mayor's, day. The streets of ti 
city in the west end present a remarkable 
appearance. Allthe shutters are down 
and barricaded and the iron railings are 
boarded with stout timbers, The banks 
and other buildings are secured in a simi- 
lar manner. These precautions are not 


confined to the buildings on the route of 
the procegaion, buc extend to streeta far 
removed, The suburban police aod the 
reserves have been posted at prominent 
points anda large military force and the 
household troops are in readinesss if their 
assistance is needed. : : 

At ten o'clock a force of police occupied 
the north side of Trafalgar square. The 
shops in the vicinity are closed aud the 
doors and windows of the jewellery es- 
tublishments are heavily barred. Hun- 
dreds of students,armed with sticks, have 
gathered about the square. A crowd of 
loafers arrived and were allowed to proceed 
to the entrance of the square. There they 
-were met bya double tine of police and: 
turned into the Strand, Tho mounted 
police cleared the roadway. ‘The throng 
at Trafalgar square is increasing to vast 
proportions. ‘he police keep admirable 
order, 

A trifling encounter occurred in Trafal- 
gar square at noon, A miob of about 800 
stropy and marching ina body was halved 
by the police and separated. “The police 
then cleared the square and pushed the 
crowd towards the Thames enibankment, 
There the mob halted’ and hooted and 
groaned at tho officers. ‘Three hundred 
medical students, marching five abreast and 
armed with heavy bludgeons proceeded 
along the strand to the aid of the police. 
The Life Guards were drawn up and formed 
a cordon across Whitechapel, shutting out 
the east énd socialists. The Life Guards 
in passing through Victoria street were 
saluted with groans by a small knot of 
roughs but the majority of the collected 
crowds watched their progress in silence, 
The procession started at the usual hour 
and proceeded over the assigaed route 
without anything happening beyond the 
usual horse play incident to the occasion, 
The police dispersed the medical students 
and refused to allow them to occupy Traf- 
algar square. One thousand policemen 
were posted at the square. The Scots 
guards mustered in St, George’s barracks 
behind the National gallery. The crowd 
about Trafalgar square at one o'clock had 
grown colossal, the rough element predom- 
inating.  Accessions constantly arriving 
the police lined the streets converging on 
the square. They also surrounded the 
square and refused to permit any one to 
enter, Efforts were made to keop. the 
crowd moving as far as it was possible. 

When the procession passed Trafalgar 
square it met with no demonstration on the 
part of the crowds except some unorganiz- 
ed cheering and hooting, the latter being 
especially directed at the lord mayor, Af- 
ter the show had gone by the mob at once 
surged over inte the square and soon form- 
ed a dense throng about the Nelson monu- 
ment. A number of men mounted the 
pedestal at different pomts. Some of these 
waved red flags,and the square soon became 
the scene of greatexcitement. Recognized 
socialist leaders managed here and there to 
gather around them large groups of men 
readyand willing to listen to speeches, 


and although most of the harangues 
were inaudible any distance from 
orators, yot expressions and phrases 


were often caught by the mob and used 
as topics of heated debate among the 
auditors themselves. In this way the vast 
crowd soon divided up into numberless 
excited groups,each stirrred up by ita own 
spokesmen and all independently noisy 
and excited. The police did not attempt 
to interfere with the rush of the mob into 
the square but formed a strong cordon 
around iiés Among tho speakers who ad- 
dressed the groups was Williams, the 
socialist leader. He spoke from the foot of 
Nelson's monument and declared that the 
populace would show that they could hold 
an orderly meeting to let the public 
known the amount of distress which at 
present existed among the Workingmon 
of Eugland, Another speaker said: ‘All the 
power of the country was invoked to pre- 
vent us from assembling at Trafalgar 
square, Our roply to all this is that we are 
here | do not desire to uso rash language, 
but I mean all J say. Wo want food, work 
and dwelling places for all, and all will 
have thom. Tho socialists pledged the ua 
omployed of London that they would make 
their domonstration to-day to contrast be- 
fore tho world the extreme poverty of Lon 
dons unemployed, with the extreme wealth 
and plenty of the city's uppor classes and 
socialists have kopt thoir word. Wo have 
givon this anawer to Sir Charlos Warren,”

A Sallor’s Death Alleged to Have Been 
Caused by Brutal Treatment. 


Hauirax, N. S,, November 10.—The 
Quebec barque Ivy is at this port discharg- 
ing a cargo of sugar from Jaya. Her crew 
shipped at New York. A good deal of 
trouble occurred during the voyage out, 
resulting in the brutal treatment of a sailor 
named Pierce, from which he died. From 
the story told by.the sailors, it appears that 
Captain Glen refused to pay Pierce the 
wages due him, and when Pierce madea 
row about it Capt. Glen put him in irons, fas- 
tened to stanchions on the deck, and kept 
him there four days and nights, during 
which time the captain struck him on the 
head several times with a belaying pin,and 
beat him unmercifully with a loaded whip, 
Pierce pleaded pitifully for mercy, but in 
vain. Ho was keptin irons aitogether for 
seventy five days and fed only on bread 
and water. When Pierce pleaded for dif- 
ferent food the mate’s reply was “let him 
die."’ The peor fellow Giga a few days 
later, The irons were taken uff him as he 
was dying. Thecaptain and mate deny 
the charges. Shipping master Bligh is in- 
vestigating the affair and will report to the 
Government. Pierce was an Englishman, 
thirty-five years of age.

Manitoba ‘and Northwestern.

| IN THE WESTERN AND SOUTHERN STATES— 
} FKEE TRADE NOT WANTED. 
| 


PirrssunG,Pa., November 4.—John Jar- 
rett, ex president of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Tron and Steel Workers, has 
returned from the West, where he has been 
conducting a tariff campaign against Mr. 
Morrison and other free traders. In an 
interview Mr. Jarrett stated that he did not 
go on a mission of his own volition, but was 
sent as a representative of the American Tin- 
plate Association, of which he is secretary. 
So far as he could learn the iron and steel 
manufacturers of this and othersections had 
notcontributeed a cent towards the defeat of 
free traders in the West ; appeals for money 
were made to frieuds in Pittsburg, but 
they were not answered. When asked 
about the sentiment in regard to the 
tariff in Illinois, Mr, Jarrett replied: **In all 
the two weeks which I spent there I did 
not find one in fayor of free trade. Tho 
tariff feeling is rapidly growingthrough the 
West and South.” ‘*Do the new iron 
mills in Birmingham, Alabama, and other 
parts of tho South arouse these feelings ?” 
** Yes,” said Mr. Jarrett, ‘* I found that 
to be the case all through the South when 
I went there two months ago, and, as an 
illustration of the change in sentiment 
there, I may mention a case of a farmer 1 
metin Tennessee, who told me that before 
iron inills were started in his vicinity he 
could not get $10 an acre for his land, 
He was then a free trader ; since then he 
own get $150 per acre, and pow he is a tar- 
it!man.”” Mr, Jarrettattributed the defeat 
of Congressmen Frank Hurd, Morrison 
and Randolph Tucker to the growing senti- 
mans in favor of the tariff in the South and 

Vest.

Lac la Biche is about a hundred miles 
northeast of Edmonton in the valley of the 

| Athabaska river ; and Whitefish lake isa 
few miles south of it. The Indians in that 
country have never been disturbed by white 
| settlers; their game has not disappeared, 
nor have the fish departed from their 
streams. No food supply which they ever 
enjoyed has failed them. They are there- 
fore in as good condition to feed themselves 
as ever they or their fathers were in. The 
Government gives these bands considerable 
supplies of twine for netsand ammunition 
for hunting. Jt gives each chief $25 a 
year, and asuit of clothes once in three 
years. Ithas given them a supply of 
| agricultural implements, live stock and 
seed grain. It gives each subordinate chief 
$15 a year and a suit of clothes once in 
three years. Andit gives to each man, 
woman and child $5 each year. By so 
much these Indians are better off t 
they were before the treaty was made with 
them. 

The Government does not feed these 
Indians. First, because it is not necessary 
| to feed them. They can, in ordinary years, 
| procure all the food they need by their 
| own exertions. They never depended up- 
on the buffalo, which did not roam so far 
north ; and, as has been said, their cus- 
tomary supplies have not failed them. In 
ordinary years they raised considerable 
quantities of vegetable food. In 1882 the 
band at Whitefish Lake had 215} acres 
under crop ; and the band at Lac la Biche 
13} acres. As the extract shows, the frost 
ruined a part of the grain crop and man 
of their potatoes were frozen in the ground, 
| Their catch of fish failed thom that year 
| also, Hence they were in a destitute con- 
| dition, 

The treaty made with all the Indians in 
| treaty No. 6 (including the bands under 
consideration) provides that— 
| Inthe event hereafter of tho Indians 
| comprised within this treaty being over- 
| taken by any pestilence, or by a general 
famine, the Queen, on being satisfied and 
certified thereof by her Indian agent or 
| agents, will grant to the Indians assistance 
| of such character and to such extent as her 
chief Superintendent of Indian affairs shall 
deem necessary and sufficient to relieye the 
Indians from the calamity that shall have 
befallen thom, 

Thisis the only promise or agreement 
made by the government in any treaty to 
supply food to the Indians under any cir- 
cumstances whatever, and it is peculiar to 
treaty number 6. Mr. Mills, who was 
Minister of the Interior when the treaty 
was made, reforred to the agreement as

The Bulgarian Throne, 


Interesting Particulars About the Russian 
Candidate ; 


Who is the Prince of Mingrelia whom 
the Czar of Russia prefors to his brother- 
in-law asa ruler to tho Bulgarians, and | 
whore is Mingrolia! Few, we venture to | 
say, have over heard of either the prince | 
or the plac, yet both are notable, When | 
Jason and his heroes sailed away from 
Thessaly to bring back the golden fleece, 
Mivgrelia was his destination, for that is | 
the modern namo of the Colchis, in one 
of whose oak groves devoted to Mars 
wan to bo found the celebrated fleece of | 
the ram which had carried off the child- | 
ren of Ino. It was there that, having 
landed at the mouth of the Phasis River, 
from whore groves pheasants or birds of | 
Phasis wore brought to Europe, Janon plou- | 
ghed the fold with two fire breathing bulls, 
and sowed the dragon teeth of Cadmus. 
| Having accomplised these tasks, secured 
| the place and run off withthe king's daugh- 
| ter and also his son, whom, by the way,he 
treated very shabbily, Jason sailed away 
from Colchis which afterward became Min- 
relia, Its peoplo are mostly Georgians, 
whose women were cursed with the fatal | 
dower ot beauty which made them favorite 
slaves in the harems of tho Turks, So 
mach for Mingrelia, Concerning the Prince 
| of Mingrelia, his qualifications for the 
throne of Bulgaria aro undoubtedly such 
as to win him the support of Russia. They 
are summed up in the fact that in 1867 he

Soou those young men lost 
faith in attaining their objects by constitu- 
tional means and the rebellion of 1798 
was'the result, This rebellion was made 
the pretext for extinguishing the Irish par- 
hament. The meaus that were taken to 
do this wero flagitious force and perfidious 
fraud. A viceroy wassént to Ireland to 
do this, He was a soldier and a man whose 
name was not made illustrious by any 
brilliant deed. He was chiefly known on 
the American continent as conuected with 
acertain capitulation that did not bring 
credit to the British arms. Lord Corn- 
wallis set about the work he was sent to do

(of the reciprocity treaty) as a favor to Oan- 
ada. 1 firmly Polioved that, good as the 
reciprocity treaty had been for Canada, in 
the event of repeal we had a commercial 
policy of our own open to us not greatly wife 
rior.to, that we were deprived of.” 

Tho Toronto Globe said ; 

‘*Whon the United States Government 
express any desire for the renewal of tho 
treaty, Canada will be propared to senda 
delegation to Washington to act in concert 
with the British ambassador on that sub- 
ject, but not before. In the meanwhile 
there is no use of saying anything on the 
subject, This is the only course open to 
Canadian ministers compatible with the 
maintenance of anything like respect, either 
for their country or themselves.

Gladstone's bill is almost an exact transcript 
of this bill, save in two particulars: Ist, 
according to Pitt's bill the Canadians levied 
and collected the money to pay the salaries 
of the Government officials. 2nd, the ex- 
pense of maintaining the peace was to be 
taken out of the military chest of England. 
This in effect made the two bills as different 
as zenith from nadir, 


In 1792 Upper Canada commenced 
house keeping, but they soon encountered 
difficulty. Pitt's Bill provided that one- 
seventh of the to be surveyed lands should 
be reserved for the use of a Protestant 
clergy ; also, if person died without a 
will the real estate should descend to the 
oldest son. It also enabled the Governor 
and Council to give the public lands to 
their favorites, almost just as they pleased, 
to all of which the Canadians dissented. 
The Assembly passed a Bill to sell these 
lands and apply the proceeds for the sup- 
port of schools, to divide the intestate 
lands equally among the heirs, and to in- 
hibit the Governor from alienating the pub- 
lic lands in this way, all of which the Goy- 
ernor and Council threw out. The Assembly 
passed these Bills many years in succession, 
they were as often thrown out, although 
Robert Baidwin—our own Robert Bald- 
win—suggested that although we collected 
the monoy to pay theso salaries wo wore 
not compelled to pay it over, we could

speeches, seditious articles in the National 
press, &c. These had, aroused upon one 
side the Joyal feelings of tho Unionista, 
who held public meetings at which the 
most resolute determination was expressed 
to resist the éstablishment of Home Rule 
to the bitter end. On the other hand, the 
Nationalists were nono the leas determined 
if possible to force a separate parliament 
upon the Loyalists, and after the sudden 
conversion of Mr.Gladstone to the Parnell- 
ito chusé were loud in their boasts that the 
Unionists would soon be in their power,and 
that then they might expect scant courtesy, 
This naturally atil) furtheralarmed the Pro- 
testanta and made them still more determin- 
oil to resist’ Home Rule, as they believed 
thatnot only their liberty but their lives 
were at stake. With the feeling upon both 
sides worked up tosuch aninflamed pitch 
it needed only a spark to precipitate the 
conflagration, and that was soon forthcom- 
ing through the intolerance of the Roman 
Catholic navyies at the Alexandra dock, 
who declared that *‘no Protestant would be 
, allowed toearna loaf of bread at that 
' work,” and proceeded to put their precept 
into practice by a savage attack upon an 
unoffending Protestant workman. This 
was followed by the counter demonstration 
and attack upon the navvies by the “‘rivit 
boys” working upon Queen’s Island, in 
which the unfortunate lad Curran rushed 
_ into the water and was drowned. Then 
| camethe victim's funeral, conducted through 
| a Protestant distrist with all the offensive 
display imaginable, and the consequent re- 
newal of the fight thereat, On the follow- 
ing Thursday the Home Rule Bull was de- 
feated. The Protestants expressed their 
joy by bonfires and in various other ways, 
and the lighting was renewed ; and so on 
from day to day some new incident added 
fresh fuel to the flame aud kept alive the 
bittor feeling, which exists even up to the 
present day. And although a strong mili- 
tary force maintains the peace, beneath the 
surface there smouldersa fire of intense 
hatred and desire for revenge upon both 
sides, that at intervals since July last has 
blazed forth into more bloodshed, and may 
at any moment leave Belfast once again 
at the mercy of vindictive and infuriated 
mobs. These were the approximate causes 
of the riots, as established by the mass of

Gross Misrepresentation. 
Mr. M. C. Cameron, the member for 
West Huron, who has just been called up- 
on by Mr. Blake to explain the garbled ex- 
tracts he has made from the official docu- 
ments on the Indian question, has, it would 
seem, not been content to confine himself 
to the task of misleading his leader. The 
Indian Department has issued a pamph- 
let of seyenty-four pages, in which it is 
pointed out that in a speech on the Indian 
question delivered by Mr. Cameron in the 

‘ouse of Commons last session, during Sir 
John Macdonald's illness, no Jess than sixty 
misstatements are wade. This isa pretty 
good record for one speech. 

A few examples of Mr. Cameron's cun- 
ning may be of ‘interest. Mr. Cameron 
commenced his oration by the declaration 
that the Indian treaties were unfair to the 
Indians, and that the Government was 
therefore open to condemnation. Every 
oue of these treaties was made by the Mac- 
kenzie Government. He then said the 
Indian agents had bought Indian wives, 
and had been guilty of immoralitios, It 
seems that two agents have married Indian 
wives. They did pay the parents for the 
wives ; but in doing this they followed an 
Indian custom. No Indian allows his 
daughter to marry until he has received 
some valuable consideration from the pros- 
pective husband for her, Investigation 
has been made into the charge of immor- 
ality. The result isa statement by Rev. 
Mr. Trivett and other clergymen that the 
language pnt into their mouths by Mr. 
Caineron was never uttered by them. Mr. 
Cameron quotes from what he says is a re- 
port by Hon. Lawrence Clarke regarding 
the treatment accorded the Indians, as 
follows : 

“ Brutal ruftians were appointed as farm 
instructors over the Indians, who maltreat- 
ed the poor people in the most brutal man- 
ner, answering them with kicks and blows, 
accompanied with showers of profanity and 
disgusting epithets. Of the farm instruct- 
ors killed by the Indians, two were univer- 
sally known to be brutal wretches, such as 
I have mentioned.”

Mr, Meredith, on commencing his obser- 
vations, said he was pleased to visit the 
conatituoncy whose voico Mr. Mowat, by 
his Gerrymander bill, had attempted to 
stifle. From what he know of the elvctors 
of Groy ho felt sure they would show nuf- 
ficient manliness to resent conduct of that 
kind, and at the elections, which could not 
be far off, repeat the verdict pronounced in 
1883. (Loud cheers.) Tho Reform party 
made all sorts of charges against the Consur- 
vative party ; they said it was corrupt and 
rotten to the core, (A Voice—*‘Hear, 
hear."’) A goncloman said **Hear, hear.” Ho 
therefore accepted the responsibility of 
that statement, Ho (Mr. Meredith) would 


to term the House of Commons, condemn- 
ing the granting of public lands to mem- 
bers of Parliament, but he never attempted 
to show that any momber of Parliament 
secured one foot of land upon any better 
terms than tho printed regulations regard- 
ing public lands of the Dominion, and in 
this case if it be wrong why notas well 
condemn the conduct of the Mackenzie Goy- 
ernment? Did he wish to be not politic but 
honest in his criticism he could have men- 
tioned that oven after the Mackenzie Gov- 
ernment received the just condemnation at 
the polls they granted large tracts of timber 
al ig the North-Weat to favorites. He 
said thut thoy allin this County know 
about blind shares and Colonization Com- 
panies, which created laughter, as all knew 
that the Globe has played its best card 
in that matter and had been defeated. He 
featred that the managoment of the North- 
Weat was a difficult problem and grew elo- 
quent over the Indian question, as he con- 
tunded that they should be treated not only 
generously, but, liberally ; buthe did not 
tell his hearers that the last increase in the 
pppropriation asked for the Indians before 
the rebellion was opposed strenuously by 
himself and his followers. He claimed that 
in the late rebellion the half breeds only 
contended for their rights which had been 
denied them by the Government, who, he 
said, were too busy making you rich by 
act of praliament to look after the just 
claims of the half breeds. He was careful 
not to touch upon the temperence question 
and said he coud not enter into the Riel 
question, Nowon most questions of the 
ahs we give Mr. Blake credit for having 
an opinion of his own, So that it 
seem somewhat surprising that he 
would not. express an opinion upon such 
an important question, and thore were 
those in the audience who were uncharit- 
able enough to say that he did not wish to 
state to the audience that he spoke ip 
favor of and voted for a motion 
to censure upon the Government for let- 
ting the law cako its course, Thero wore 
those present who wondered, if he were 
speaking to other audiences,if he would not 
haye gloried in his action in which, as he 
said, his party were not unanimous, as even 
Mr. McKenzie himself voted against Mr. 
Blake, believing, as Mr. McKenzie says.in 
“placing country before party.” Under 
the circumstances he waated to shun the 
subject, which he said should not be 
dragged into the arena and then accused 
the Conservative party of raising ao 
race and revenge cry.

Now, if it were wrong for Sir John Mao- 
donald to increase the expenditure as he 
had inoreased it, bearing in mind that 
there was to show for it 
A MAGNIPICENT RAILROAD, 
and the acquisition of the great North- 
West Territories—what could be said in 
defence of a Government which, without 
any of these special reasons, had doubted 
the expenditure? (Prolonged cheers.) 
Surely the Mowat Government must in that 
respect be found wanting. That Govern- 
ment claimed that it had expended some 
seventeen million dollars of the people's 
money, and yet there was a surplus in the 
trensury. jut of that seventeen mil- 
lions, upwards of fifteen millions had been 
taken out of the capital resources of the 
Province, (Cheere.)

themselves later un the higher duties of 
representatives of the people. (Loud 
cheers.) Ie charged Mr. Mowat's Admin- 
istration with having attacked our munici- 
pal institutions, he charged that they had 
endeavored to shake the confidence of the 
people in them, and it would be the first 
duty of the Conservative party ifit came 
into power completely to reverse that 
policy, to give to our municipal institutions 
wider powers, to enlarge rather than to cur- 
tail them.

the Reformers in the Dominion election, it 
jumped up to $120,000 ; and in 1883, the 
last big ight fur the Ontario House, it 
reached the large sum of $152,000. In 
1884, after the elections had gone Reform, 
it dropped to $139,000, and in 1886 $118,- 
000, so that his hearers would see that 
when it became necessary to strengthen 
the Mowat Government, that Government 
was lavish in its expenditure of the public 
money. (Cheers.) In 1883 the Legisla-

Prince Edward Elections, 

The Opposition organs affect to be jubi- | 
lant over the elections in Prince Edward 
Island, The jubilation is really pretend- 
ed, inasmuch as the result is antagonisticlto 
the views of Gritism, The elections in 
Prince Edward Island wero seven in num- | 
ber, to fill up the vacancies in the Upper 
House, which is an elective body, one-half 
seoking election every four years. The | 
franchise under which these elections are | 
held provides that the electors shall be 
cwnors of real estate to the value of at least 


The issue before the body of electors was 
whether the upper House should be abol- | 
ished. The Grits declared in favor of re- | 
tention of the Upper House and continu- 
ance of the expenditure. As understood 
here theso aro not professed Liboral tenots. 
But they are held by the Grits in Prince 
Edward Island. A few months ago the 
Torios, appealing to the popular vote, 
which is manhood suffrage, increased their 
majority in the Lower House, 

In offect, then, the ‘1aassos,"" reprosent- 
ed in the Lower House, are against the | 
“‘classos’’ represented in the Upper House, 

The Tories are against the unnecessary 
Upper House and opposed to the increased 
expenditure caused by its continuance, 
Their opponents are favor of these, 

Practically, thon, the Tories in Prince 
Edward Island, as elsewhere in the Do- 
minion, aro the masses, and are the party 
of economy, while the Grits aro only the 
classes and oppose economy
